About the Constitution 


You will notice that the Constitution and Bylaws of the State Society is present- 
ed in its entirety in this issue of the JouRNAL. There are several reasons for this, 
as follows: 1. It is hoped that many members will take the time to read this in- 
strument. 2. After reading it, we hope they will jot down some constructive 
criticisms or comments and forward them to the Secretary’s office in Peoria. 

The present Constitution has not been entirely reconstructed in a long time— 
for twenty-eight years. This does not mean it is a bad constitution; to the con- 
trary. To have worked as well as it has for so long a time, it must be a fairly 
good one. But it is like Jacob’s coat—patched, added to, shortened, and length- 
ened. Now we need the same instrument, but refurbished and reworked. 

One of the sections particularly in need of change is that on “committees.” 
Some of the present standing committees have overlapping functions, and other 
committees have no duties now. A streamlining of this section alone would be a 
big help to more efficient State Society government. 

We hope with this simple first step—reprinting the old Constitution and By- 
laws—to come up some time soon with a modernized and simplified version. 


Extracted Teeth 


What do you do with the teeth you extract? If you simply throw them away, 
we ask you instead to start saving them—the fairly sound ones at least. Dental 
schools and dental students and oral hygiene students still need sound, extracted 
teeth. 

A good procedure for saving these would be to have your druggist make up 
several ounces of formaldehyde solution in a wide mouth bottle. After you have 
accumulated a fair number of teeth, mail them to the school of your choice, or 
call the school and ask to have a student pick them up. Then start all over again.

Guest Editorial 
On Radiation 


During the past few years several articles have been published in popular 
magazines about exposure to radiation. The reference of radiation to dental 
x-rays has received its share of publicity. but since the dental x-ray is a diagnostic 
aid, there has been no concerted effort to investigate the possibility of any un- 
toward effects. 

Apparently some states have seen fit to regulate the use of x-ray and fluoroscopic 
equipment to the extent that shoe-fitting devices are now prohibited. No restric- 
tions on the use of dental x-ray equipment has been reported. 

In every article discussing excess radiation, the patient was the chief considera- 
tion, not the operator. Apparently the writers felt that any person operating 
radiation equipment was fully protected. 

We would like to believe that every dentist using an x-ray machine is fully 
aware of the effects of excess radiation and uses every precaution while operating 
the machine. Unfortunately, such is not the case. Reports received in the office 
of the Dental Division of the Department of Public Health indicate that some 
dentists are unaware that secondary x-rays cause burns which can result in skin 
cancer. Loss of use of the hands or loss of the hand is not an improbability. 

At the risk of causing embarrassment to some dentists, but, more important, 
with the hope of preventing similar accidents in the future, we suggest that the 
hands be kept away from the head of the x-ray machine during its operation. 

To hold the head of the machine to prevent vibration every time you take a 
picture is as risky as holding a film in the patient’s mouth. Two very serious 
cases of x-ray burns of dentists’ hands have just been reported. There may be 
others. With a minimum of precaution such accidents can be prevented. —John 
B. £ur 


"Throw-Aways''* 


The publications in our realm of dental interest commonly referred to as 
commercial journals or “throw-aways” are beautifully printed, well illustrated, 
and carefully written for almost effortless reading. They are also of convenient 
pocket size—a favorable factor enjoyed by very few dental journals. They are 
not, however, regarded by discriminating dentists as representative of our pro-

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fession, even though they may be accepted without question by many—possibly 
because they think they are free. 


These issues are not truly representative of the profession because they are pri- 
vately owned. The owners’ interests come first and those of dentistry next, i.e., 
profits before profession. Any dentist who thinks these profits and the printing 
costs are not added to the price he pays for his supplies is naive, indeed. Actual- 
ly, such issues are parasites upon the professional body. Their considerable pro- 
fits should properly go to the profession which could then make more rapid pro- 
gress in the field of professional journalism. 

The claims of the commercial journals to be of service can often be questioned 
on the grounds of authority and responsibility. They do offer a ready forum for 
the inexperienced, or the disgruntled, or the dentist who “likes to see his name 
in print,” or the pathetic individual who “knows not that he knows not.” The 
“throw-aways” could not long survive without the active or complacent co-oper- 
ation of dentists. It is always a matter of regret when Northwest dentists, where 
standards are generally high, are numbered among them. 

Contributions and co-operation are contrary to the principles approved by the 
American Association of Dental Editors and the American College of Dentists in 
regard to the support of commercial activities by professional men. Any young 
man desiring the advancement of the dental profession and valued recognition 
for himself would do well to follow the ideals toward which the Association and 
the College strive, rather than seek some other path. The columns of the pro- 
fessional journals are open to all members. 

While on the subject of “throw-aways,” mention could be made of an article 
of the “do-it-yourself” type that appeared recently in one of them.* The writer 
describes the simplicity of “Ethyl Chloride Anesthesia” in about two pages of 
this pocket size magazine. He states: 


To overcome the initial nervousness that one may experience when 
first attempting ethyl chloride anesthesia, I suggest that simple extrac- 
tions be undertaken at first .. . then after the technic has been mastered, 
more difficult cases may be undertaken. It will not be long before the 
dentist will wonder how he ever worked without ethyl chloride. 


No mention is made of the potent and cardiotoxic properties of the drug or 
that any special training in anesthesia is necessary. Ihe approach was not very 
different from the discussion of a new inlay wax. Articles of this kind, sent gratis 
to every dentist in the country, are to be condemned. They are not in harmony 
with the expressions and principles of any organized part of dentistry. They are 
in complete contradiction to the principles upon which the American Association 
of Anesthesiology was founded. Anesthesia is too serious a matter to be fooled 
with—even by a man who has gained confidence from success with so-called 
simple cases. We hope these few words may save some unwary dentist from a 
tragic experience.—Walter Hyde

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There is no panacea for all of the ills 
encountered in the practice of dentistry. 
If they do exist it is very often the out- 
come of inadequate office administra- 
tion. By administration I mean manag- 
ing an office where one or more persons 
are employed. In some offices there is 
no need for administration since the 
dentist operates without assistance. 

If a dental practice is to be successful 
in every sense of the word, it must be 
managed efficiently from the business 
standpoint, and the dentist must as- 
sume complete responsibility to control 
that end of it. The only person who 
can adequately supervise every detail 
is the dentist himself. At the practice 
management workshop held at Ann 
Arbor last fall, one point discussed was 
that a dentist employing one assistant 
could increase his earning power 37%. 
And if he increased his personnel with 
another assistant, his production capac- 
ity would increase 61%. These figures 
are statistically correct, but whenever 
a dentist increases his personnel, the 
more necessary it becomes for good, ef- 
ficient administration. 


The Advantages 
of a Group Practice 
and Office Administration

In an office where there is one as- 
sistant it is understood that she has to 
assume all of the responsibility—not 
only of the telephone appointments, 
but also of assisting, bookkeeping, lab- 
oratory work, and anything else which 
might arise in the course of the day. 
The dentist, however, must at all times 
be the guiding force, especially if more 
than one person is employed. 

As the practice increases, many offices 
will employ an assistant and in time 
will employ a hygienist. If there are 
only two operating rooms, it is more 
profitable to have an assistant than a 
hygienist, since the hygienist will have 
to occupy one of the chairs which will 
delay the work of the dentist. For years 
I felt that it would be more profitable 
to have an assistant and a hygienist 
rather than two assistants, but in the 
last few years I have had to retract 
that belief. (I am speaking now of an 
office which has only two operatories 
or treatment rooms, whichever 
wish to call them.) 

In order to conduct,a dental prac- 
tice more efficiently, each girl should

know exactly what her duties are, and 
this information should come directly 
from the dentist. If you have had one 
assistant and then employ another, the 
dentist should outline the duties of 
each. Friction often arises if the first 
assistant gives orders to the second. 
And the duties of the assistant should 
be outlined at the time of the inter- 
view when employing a girl. 

Now where you have an assistant and 
a hygienist the picture changes. I be- 
lieve that a hygienist should at all 
times make her own appointments, set 
up and dismiss her own patients, and 
keep her own operatory in good order. 
If she is not occupied with this work 
full time, then the days which she has 
free she should assist the dentist while 
the assistant does many of the duties 
which have been neglected due to lack 
of time. But, again, I must re-state that 
these duties should be told to the girls 
by the dentist. I do not believe in the 
average office that the assistants are ex- 
pected to mop and clean the dental of- 
fices. I suggest that time be set aside 
once a week, when there are no pa- 
tients coming in, for a cleaning woman 
to come in and do this work. 


Organizing the Day's Work 


In a vast percentage of offices I do 
not believe that enough thought is giv- 
en to organizing the day’s work. I do 
not wish to give you the impression 
that I intend to interfere with the rou- 
tine you have at the present time, but 
I do know if intensive thought is giv- 
en to that part of dentistry, it will 
make a more harmonious atmosphere. 
After all we are interested in conserv- 
ing our physical energy as well as in re- 
ceiving our due return. 

I find it is impossible for me to di- 
rect my practice satisfactorily unless 1 
can be in my office one hour before my 
first patient, so that I will be able to 
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check and study each operation for the 
day; I also like to use this time to study 
my presentation for any cases in which 
I wish the patient to subscribe to work 
I have recommended for his particular 
rehabilitation. 

Whenever one increases the number 
of his personnel, he will have to assume 
a proportionately greater share of re- 
sponsibility and mental effort in order 
to maintain the efficient administration 
of the practice. 


Forming a Group Practice 


Today the tendency is toward group 
practices. By group practice I do not 
mean one with a physician or a person 
in another specialized field of medi- 
cine; I mean a practice in which a den- 
tist has one or more dentist employed 
by him, or a practice in which two or 
more dentists form a partnership. I 
have never been particularly enthusias- 
tic about partnership practices because 
of the legal entanglements sometimes 
encountered. I think the perfect setup 
is for one man to assume the responsi- 
bility for the practice and to take two 
or more dentists in with him to form a 
clinic. A few years ago one rarely saw a 
building devoted entirely to dentists, 
where two or three men might practice 
in a group; and seldom was such a 
building called a dental clinic. Today, 
one or several small clinics in a small 
town are a common sight; sometimes all 
of these clinics may even be under the 
direction of a single dentist. 

All indications point to the fact 
that this will also be true of group 
practices, and it will not be many 
years before such practices are com- 
mon. Although the advantages of group 
practices are many, the greatest factors 
in their favor are that production can 
be increased and overhead reduced. 

In a large percentage of group prac- 
tices (with an associate), however, the 


office does not operate in harmony, and 
unfortunate situations soon develop. 
As a result the association ends in dis- 
agreement and separation. There are 
numerous causes for this, but some of 
the more important ones are: 


1. Failure, when employing an asso- 
ciate, to have a complete under- 
standing about his financial fu- 


ture. 
2. Unfairness about the associate’s 
remuneration. 
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. Anger if the associate drives away 
your patients. 


Directing the Practice 


Now there are many ways that a 
group practice can be directed, but I 
find the most satisfactory way is to 
have the men associated with me spe- 
cialize in their particular field. One of 
the men performs all of the gold and 
bridgework; the other does the surgery, 
pedodontia, and amalgam work; and I 
do the consultation, peridontia work, 
dentures, and partials. We have tried 
several methods and I find this to be 
the most satisfactory. 

Now, how to go about building a

4. Giving the associate only the men- 
ial work, such as_ prophylaxis. 
(You would be amazed at the 
number of dentists who expect 
their associates to utilize most of 
the time doing just that.) 


Retaining an Associate 


If you wish to retain an associate, 
you must be extremely fair in your 
dealings with him. I am not in accord 
with drawing up a legal agreement stat- 
ing that if he discontinues his services 
with you, he cannot practice in the 
same town. But I do believe that it be- 
hooves me to impress the patients in 
my office of my standards instead of 
the dentist whom I employ. 


group practice? If you have one asso- 
ciate, | would select the work that he is 
most capable of performing and let 
him take special courses whenever they 
are available, to qualify himself for the 
work he has chosen. Then when you 
have diagnosed the case of a patient, 
you can, without reservation, turn him 
over to the dentist who has specialized 
in the type of work you have recom- 
mended for this patient. 

Inadvertantly one may assume that 
difficulty will arise when he desires to 
have his patients go to one of the asso- 
ciates. After a patient has been under 
my care for many years, I can fully ap- 
preciate that he dislikes to be turned 
over to one of my associates. I have 
never had any difficulty in doing this, 
however. We all like to feel important 
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and dislike lowering our ego, but if 
you wish to make a group practice 
successful, it will have to be done. 

I believe firmly the men I have with 
me are capable and are in a position to 
do excellent dentistry. I have no 
qualms about informing the patient 
that I wish to place him under the care 
of an associate. I know in this way the 
patient gets better dentistry. 

The few times I did encounter op- 
position after explaining the ability of 
my associates, I informed the patient 
that I was sorry, but he must accept 
my recommendation. This was im- 
portant, because I wanted the patient 
to realize that I sincerely believed he 
would receive better dentistry under 
the “new” arrangement. I advised the 
patient to start the work with the as- 
sociate; then, at any time after the first 
appointment, there was not complete 
satisfaction, I explained I would be 
happy to take the patient again. After 
a period of eight years I have found 
that seldom does a patient insist you 
again do his work, providing you have 
taken great care in selecting associates. 


Developing Salary Scales 


The salary consideration of these 
men is very much up to you. In my 
contacts with dentists I find that the 
tendency is to get a man into a group 
practice at a figure below what he ac- 
tually is entitled to as a professional 
man. When the man has been with you 
for some time and has begun to pro- 
duce, his income should be increased 
accordingly. 

In our office and in talking to Dr.

Comers of Louisville, we are agreed 
that the most satisfactory arrangement 
is to give the man 50% of the work 
he produces. The employer is to take 
care of all bills and expense of the of- 
fice. 

Remember, though, you may en- 
counter exceptions. In my office the 
man who does the gold and bridgework 
does not want to work on a commission 
basis. He wants a definite salary. He 
feels that he does not want to be 
crowded, or that he has to increase the 
production at the expense of quality. 


Protecting Yearly Income 


Another consideration is a time of 
illness, when a man on a straight 50% 
commission would not receive any in- 
come. For these reasons I am not fully 
in accord with paying the 50% com- 
mission only. I prefer to give this man 
a salary, let us say of $800, and then 
50% of all over $1,600. This, of course, 
means that he does get 50% of his pro- 
duction, but it also is a means of pro- 
tecting him. 

In our office we give two weeks’ va- 
cation with pay to the employees, and 
for an employee who has been with us 
five years or more, we give three weeks’ 
paid vacation. We give one week’s sick 
leave each year, and if this is not con- 
sumed, it can be accumulated. Begin- 
ning the first of this year we are also 
giving hospital insurance to all of our 
employees. As soon as it is feasible we 
will put in some form of retirement 
program. I have proven to myself that 
with some plan of retirement, you sel- 
dom have a change of personnel.

URGE DENTISTS TO RECEIVE 


In a resolution adopted recently by 
the State and Territorial Health Offi- 
cers, it recommended that priority in 
vaccinations be given to (1) persons 
“whose services are necessary to main- 
tain health of the community;” (2) 
persons ‘“‘whose services are necessary to 
maintain other basic community serv- 
ices,” and (3) persons with tubercu- 
losis and others who constitute a spe- 
cial medical risk. 

As members of a protession providing 
an essential health service, dentists are 
urged to receive the immunizing vac- 
cine both to assure that dental care for 
the public can be uninterrupted and 
by example to encourage use of the 
vaccine among others that should be 
receiving protection. 

It has also been pointed out that 
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ASIAN FLU INOCULATION 


dental societies can offer to lend their 
cooperation to local health authorities 
in helping to promote use of the vac- 
cine among those groups considered 
especially to need the inoculations. 
The passing of this resolution fol- 
lowed a telegram trom Dr. Louis M. 
Cruttenden, A.D.A. assistant secretary, 
to Dr. Leroy E. Burney, surgeon general 


of the U. S. Public Health Service, 
which said: 
“The American Dental Association 


requests that the State and Territorial 
Health Officers give consideration to 
establishing a proper priority for den- 
tists and auxiliary dental personnel in 
the program of inoculations against 
Asian influenza in order that there be 
no unnecessary interference with the 
availability of dental care.”

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Constitution 


OF THE ILLINOIS STATE DENTAL SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I ¢ NAME 


(a) This Society shall be called the Illinois State Dental Society, incorporated in Llinois 
as a non-profit organization. 


ARTICLE II ¢ OBJECT 


Its object shall be to promote public welfare by the advancement of the dental profession 
in education, science, mutual fellowship, and good feeling, by bringing into one compact 
organization all of the legal and reputable members of the dental profession of the State 
of Illinois, by the advocacy of proper legislation, and by a co-operation with the medical 
profession in all matters of mutual interest and advantage to the people of the State. 

This Society is a constituent society of the American Dental Association, having de- 
clared its allegiance to the American Dental Association. 


ARTICLE III ¢ OFFICERS 


The executive officers of this Society shall be a President, a President-Elect, a Vice-Presi- 
dent, a Secretary, a Treasurer, and a Librarian, chosen for a term of one year, and until 
their successors shall have been duly elected and qualified. 


ARTICLE IV ¢ EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


There shall be an Executive Council of seventeen members of whom the President, Presi- 
dent-Elect, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer shall constitute a part, and these 
shall be the officers of the Council. 


ARTICLE V ¢ STANDING COMMITTEES 


The standing committees shall be as follows:

(g) Military Affairs Committee 
Committee to Organize State Society for Legislative Purposes

(b) Public Welfare Committee 
(k) Research Committee 
(n) Prosthetic Dental Service Committee 
(o) Committee on Federal Health Legislation Information

ARTICLE VI ¢ COMPONENT SOCIETIES 


Component societies shall be those county or local dental societies which hold charters 
from this Society. They shall have their own individual organization and may conduct 
themselves as independent societies within the restrictions of this Constitution and Bylaws, 
and their powers shall in all matters be limited and controlled by the terms of this 
instrument. 


ARTICLE VII ¢ DISTRICT SOCIETIES 


This Society shall be divided into seven districts known as: 1, Northwestern District; 2, 


Northeastern District; 3,Central District; 4,Central Western District; 5, Central Eastern 
District; 6, Southern District; 7,Chicago District. 


ARTICLE VIII ¢ MEMBERSHIP 


(o) Section 1. Membership shall be active, life, fellow, non-resident, corresponding and 
honorary. 


(q) Section 2. Active members of this Society shall consist of ethical dentists who are legal- 
ly licensed to practice dentistry in any state or territory of the United States of America, 
and who maintain membership in good standing in the component of the Illinois State 
Dental Society in the jurisdiction of which they practice. 


(p) Section 3. Fellow member. An active member of the Illinois State Dental Society, who 
has been in good standing for twenty-five consecutive years, shall be granted a “fellow- 
ship” (fellow member) in the Dlinois State Dental Society. He shall not be exempt from 
State dues until attaining age 65. 


(p) Section 4. Life member. A fellow member attaining age 65 shall become a life mem- 
ber of the Illinois State Dental Society. He shall be exempt from further payment of dues 
to the Illinois State Dental Society. He shall have all the rights and privileges of an active 
member, shall be eligible for election to any office, and shall be governed by all the rules 
of this and his component society whether retired from or still engaged in active practice. 


Section 5. Non-resident members shall be members who have removed from Illinois and 
are members of the dental society of the State in which they reside. 


Section 6. Corresponding members shall consist of ethical dentists or ethical physicians 
residing in other States of the Union or in foreign countries, who manifest a disposition to 
advance the science and art of the profession by contributing to its literature. 


Section 7. Honorary members shall consist of persons who have made valuable contributions 
to the science or art of dentistry, or who have rendered important service to the pro- 
fession. 

Section 8. Non-resident, corresponding, and honorary members shall be entitled to seats 
at all meetings and have the privilege of debating all questions not involving the govern- 
ment or pecuniary interests of the Society, but shall have no vote nor office. 


Section 9. The Principles of Ethics of the American Dental Association shall be the code of 
ethics of the Illinois State Dental Society and of its components. 


(a) Section 10, It shall be incompatible with the requisites of membership to practice or 
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offer to practice dentistry or dental surgery as owner, officer, trustee, director, advisor, 
sponsor, agent or employee, or to operate, manage or be employed for or by any corpora- 
tion, company, association or trade name or under any name except his or her own pro- 
per name, which shall be the name used in his or her certificate of registration as recorded 
by the Department of Registration and Education of the State of Illinois, except approved 
hospitals, dental or educational institutions recognized by the Department of Registration 
and Education of the State of Illinois and those organizations which are purely charitable 
in character and make no charge for dental services rendered. 


(s) Section 11. It shall be a violation of the Code of Ethics of the Illinois State Dental So- 


ciety for a member to refer a patient to a commercial dental laboratory for any service 
whatsoever. 


(s) Section 12. In the event a member is convicted by the courts of subversive activities, 
it shall be considered a violation of the Code of Ethics of the Llinois State Dental Society 
and such action shall automatically terminate his membership. 


ARTICLE IX ¢ POWERS 


This Society shall use a common seal, with such device and inscription as it shall agree 


upon and may, by vote of the Executive Council, grant to its members such certificates as 
may authenticate their membership. 


(a) ARTICLE X ¢ PUBLICATIONS 


Section 1. This Society shall publish an official report of the activities of the organization, 
under the title of Transactions of the Illinois State Dental Society. 

Section 2. There shall also be published a monthly periodical designated as The Illinois 
Dental Journal. These two official documents may be combined at the discretion of the 
Executive Council. 


ARTICLE XI ¢ AMENDMENTS OR REVISION 


This Constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present at an 
annual meeting, provided the proposed amendments or revision shall have been presented 
in writing, signed by five members, at the previous annual meeting. 

If the purpose and scope of the proposed amendments or revision be announced at an 
annual meeting, or if a general revision of this Constitution is desired, and the Society or 
the Executive Council shall appoint a committee to present the revised form, the publica- 
tion in the official Transactions of the Society and The Illinois Dental Journal of such 
proposed amendments or revision shall be deemed a sufficient compliance with the require- 
ments of this article, and the proposed amendments or revision shall be considered at the 
next annual meeting. 


ARTICLE XII ¢ COMPLIANCE 
OF THIS CONSTITUTION AND BYLAWS 
WITH THE CONSTITUTION AND ADMINISTRATIVE BYLAWS 
OF THE AMERICAN DENTAL ASSOCIATION 


Any amendment or change made a part of the Constitution and Administrative Bylaws of 
the American Dental Association which will affect its constituent societies shall be recog- 
nized and accepted immediately as a part of this Constitution and Bylaws without action 
of the membership of this Society. 
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Bylaws 


OF THE ILLINOIS STATE DENTAL SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I ¢ DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Section 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society and of the Executive 
Council; shall exercise a general supervision of both and at each annual meeting shall 
address the Society by written essay on some subject connected with the duties of the 
profession; he shall be ex-officio a member of all standing committees and appoint to serve 
during his term of office the Program Committee, the Clinic Committee, the Committee 
on Committees, and all other committees not otherwise provided for; he shall fill by 
appointment vacancies occuring in committees for unexpired terms; he shall vote in 
Council meetings only in case of a tie; he shall perform such other duties of a presiding 
officer as usually appertain to the office. He shall also be a delegate ex-officio to the 
American Dental Association. 


(t) (p) Section 2. The President-Elect shall be ex-officio a member of the Executive Coun- 
cil and the Ad Interim Committee. 

It shall be the duty of the President-Elect to assist the President as requested. He shall 
succeed to the office of President without other election. He shall also be a delegate 
ex-officio to the American Dental Association. 


(t) (p) Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to assist the President as request- 
ed. He shall, in the absence of the President, or at his request, preside over all meetings of 
this Society and the Executive Council. He shall succeed to the office of the President 
in case of vacancy for any cause and shall serve as President for the remainder of the 
fiscal year of the Society. 


Section 4. The Secretary shall be elected annually by the Executive Council. He shall 
give a bond in amount as required by the Executive Council before entering upon his 
duties. He shall keep the records of the Society and Executive Council, notify all officers 
and committeemen in writing of their election, and perform such other duties as usually 
appertain to the office. He shall collect all money due the Society and pay same to the 
Treasurer. He shall send to the Secretary of the American Dental Association a list of 
the active and life members of the Society in good standing, with a voucher for their 
dues, and a list of the delegates and alternates to the House of Delegates of the American 
Dental Association. He shall also be a delegate ex-officio to the American Dental Associa- 
tion. He shall be the chairman of the Publication Committee. 

He shall submit to the Executive Council at the annual meeting a report of his 
receipts and disbursements as audited by a Certified Public Accountant, whose selection 
shall be approved by the President. He shall continue in office until his successor has 
qualified. 


Section 5. The Treasurer shall be elected annually by the Executive Council. He shall 
receive and keep all moneys belonging to the Society, and pay all current operating 
expenses on the written order of the President and Secretary. He shall give a bond in 
the amount required by the Executive Council before entering upon his duties. He shall 
submit to the Executive Council at the annual meeting a report of his receipts and dis- 
bursements as audited by a Certified Public Accountant whose selection shall be ap- 
proved by the President. He shall continue in office until his successor has qualified. 

(l) He shall turn over to his successor all moneys, books, papers and other properties 
of the office within thirty (30) days after the installation and qualification of his successor. 

He shall also be a delegate ex-officio to the American Dental Association. 
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Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Librarian to be the custodian of the Library of the 
Society; to preserve, in fire-proof storage, the archives of the Society, including copies of 
all its publications, documents and relics; to collect and preserve, in suitable albums, 
cabinet photographs of all the members so far as possible, both deceased and living; to 
store these in a safe place and have them on exhibition at the annual meeting for in- 
spection by the members. 


ARTICLE II ¢ DUTIES OF EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


Section 1. The Executive Council shall have control of the business of the Society and 
shall sit with closed doors. Any members of the Society desiring to bring any matter of 
business before the Council may do so in writing, and may appear in behalf of such 
measure by consent of the Executive Council. A majority shall constitute a quorum. 


Section 2. The Executive Council shall elect all officers, except the President, President- 
Elect and Vice-President, and all standing committees except the Committee on Com- 
mittees, the Program and Clinic Committees, and shall select the place of annual meeting. 
In case of vacancy in the office of both President and President-Elect, the Executive 
Council shall elect a President pro tem. 


Section 3. The Executive Council shall pass on the expenditures of all money by the So- 
ciety. It may authorize certain officers or committees to expend moneys for specific pur- 
poses, but all moneys appropriated by this Society, except that incurred for actual 
operating expenses, shall, upon recommendation by the Council, have the approval of a 
majority vote of the members present at a regular annual meeting. 


Section 4. The Executive Council shall make provision for a special fund to be set aside 
and used as a Relief Fund for the purposes set forth in Article III, Section 20, of the 
Bylaws of this Society. 


Section 5. The Executive Council may delegate its authority and power to the Ad Interim 
Committee of the Executive Council by a majority vote of the entire Council. In the 
event such authority and power is granted, said Ad Interim Committee shall govern and 
transact the business of the Society during intervals between annual and special meetings 
of the Executive Council. 


(a) Section 6. The Executive Council shall appoint a Publication Committee who shall 
manage, direct, and carry into effect all the duties necessary to the publication of any 
document of the Society, subject to the order or approval of the Executive Council. 


ARTICLE III ¢ DUTIES OF STANDING COMMITTEES 


(a) Section 1. The Publication Committee shall consist of four members, the Secretary 
of the Society as chairman, the Editor and Business Manager of the Journal, and one 
other member. This committee shall employ a competent person to report the proceed- 
ings and discussions of the annual meeting. They shall prepare and publish The Illinois 
Dental Journal. They shall arrange and publish the Transactions of the Society in such 
form as may be designated by the Executive Council. 

The Publication Committee is hereby instructed to print at the beginning of each 
number of The Illinois Dental Journal and each volume of the Transactions the following 
disclaimer: “The Illinois State Dental Society is not responsible for the opinions, views, 
or statements made in any essay, discussion, or in the proceedings which are presented 
before the Society.” 


(a) Section 2. The Program Committee shall consist of one or more members and shall 
be appointed by the President and shall prepare a program of scientific work and order 
of business for each annual meeting. This committee shall decide what sessions shall be 
devoted to papers and discussions, to clinics and to other matters, and shall submit a 
program to the Executive Council for approval at a meeting to be held at least three 
months prior to the annual meeting, and shall submit a completed program to the Presi- 
dent for approval. 
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Section 3. The Clinic Committee shall consist of one or more members and shall be ap- 
pointed by the President. This committee shall have full charge of all arrangements for 
the clinics, shall select clinicians, decide what operations are to be performed, and make 
a report of all clinics to the editor of the Transactions. He shall submit his completed 
program to the President for approval. 

Invitations to clinicians in Illinois shall be confined to the members of this Society 
and the Illinois State Medical Socety, except upon recommendation of the Executive 
Council. 


(s) Section 4. The Judicial Committee shall consist of five members, whose duty it shall 
be to receive all applications for charters from local societies, and refer same with 
recommendations to the Executive Council. It shall consider all recommendations for 
honorary or corresponding membership and refer same to the Executive Council. Any 
dispute arising between an applicant for membership and a component society that is 
appealed, shall be considered by the Judicial Committee and referred by them, with 
recommendations, to the Executive Council. 

The Judicial Committee shall consider any appeal from the action of a component 
society in case of alleged infraction of the Code of Ethics by one of its members and refer 
same, with recommendations, to the Executive Council. 


(s) Section 5. The Hospital Dental Service Committee shall consist of five members whose 
duty it shall be to institute and maintain an informational program to acquaint the 
hospitals with the objectives of the Council on Hospital Dental Service of the American 
Dental Association. The committee shall make hospital inspections, when called upon, 
and report its findings and recommendations to the Council on Hospital Dental Service 
of the American Dental Association. The committee shall publish annually a list of 
hospitals with approved dental departments, and inform the dental profession regarding 
the nature and scope of the opportunity of hospital dental services within the dental field. 


Section 6. The Committee on Local Arrangements shall consist of three or more members 
and shall have charge of all arrangements for the annual meetings of the Society and 
shall co-operate with and assist all other officers and committees. 


(l) Section 7. The Committee on Committees shall consist of the President-Elect, who 
shall serve as chairman, and two other members of the Executive Council, and shall be 
appointed by the President 30 days preceding the meeting of the Executive Council 
called to elect standing committees and, or, delegates and alternates. 


(p) Section 8. The Committee on Federal Government Dental Services shall consist of 
such members as are necessary to cooperate and maintain liaison with the Armed Forces 
of the United States as circumstances may require. 


Section 9. The Committee on Necrology shall consist of three members. It shall keep a 
record of the death of members of this Society during the fiscal year, prepare a suitable 
obituary notice, and make a report of the same to the Society at the annual meeting. 


Section 10. The Membership Committee shall consist of a chairman and seven district 
superintendents, one from each of the seven districts. It shall endeavor to secure as 
members every legally licensed and registered ethical practitioner of dentistry within 
the jurisdiction of the Society and, co-operating with the secretaries of the component 
societies within their respective districts, maintain an active campaign for new members. 
The district superintendents shall visit each component society under their jurisdiction 
at least once each year, and shall make a detailed written report to the chairman of the 
Membership Committee upon request. The chairman shall report to the Executive Council 
at the annual meeting. 


(l) Section 11. The Council on Dental Health shall consist of a chairman and such addi- 
tional members as the Executive Council shall deem necessary. They shall devise and 
promote such methods as will serve to educate the general public in oral hygiene and a 
more intelligent care of the mouth and teeth, and shall cooperate with the Division of 
Dental Health Education of the State Department of Health. 
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Section 12. The Ad Interim Committee shall consist of the President, the President-Elect, 
the Secretary, the Treasurer, and two members of the Executive Council elected for this 
duty by the Executive Council. It shall be the duty of this committee, when in the 
opinion of the President and Secretary a meeting of the entire Executive Council seems 
impracticable, to govern and transact the business of this Society during the intervals 
between its regular meetings. It shall meet at the call of the President or any three of its 
members. 


(p) All minutes and actions of the Ad Interim Committee must be approved by the 
Executive Councli. 


(h) Section 13. The Committee on Public Policy shall consist of five members, at least 
one of whom shall be a resident of Springfield. 

They shall prepare and secure the introduction of bills or amendments relative to 
the practice of dentistry, provided such bills or amendments shall have first been sub- 
mitted to and approved by the Executive Council. 

They shall keep informed as to the character of all bills introduced in the Legisla- 
ture affecting the practice of dentistry, the good of the profession, or the public welfare. 

They shall use all proper influence to secure the passage of such bills as are beneficial 
and the defeat of such as are detrimental, but, except in emergency, they shall confer 
with and receive the approval of the Executive Council or the Ad Interim Committee 
before taking action. 

(h) They shall make recommendations for appointment of members of the Illinois 
State Dental Examining Committee. 


(p) Section 14. The Committee on Exhibits shall consist of three members, two of whom 
shall be residents of the city in which the annual meeting is held. This committee shall 
procure scientific exhibits and exhibits of dental manufacturers, supply houses and 
publishers, shall have charge of all arrangements pertaining to exhibits. The Committee 
on Exhibits shall submit a full report to the Executive Council. 


(n) Section 15. The Transportation Committee. Discontinued by action of Executive 
Council, May, 1949. 
Section 16. The Committee to Organize the State Society for Legislative Purposes shall 
consist of the Secretary of this Society, who shall be the chairman. He shall be authorized 
to select a sub-committeeman from each Senatorial District in the State. It shall be the 
duty of this committee to enlist the co-operation of the members of the Society through- 
out the State to exert their influence for the passage or defeat of pending legislation. 
This committee shall assist and act in conjunction with the Committee on Public 
Policy and, with the exception of methods used for results, be under the control of the 
Committee on Public Policy. 


(h) Section 17. The Study Club Committee shall consist of one member from each district, 
one of whom shall be designated as chairman. It shall arrange and have control of the 
Study Club courses of this Society, organize classes, arrange fees, and, upon application 
from the component societies where classes have been organized, they shall secure 
instructors. 


(s) Section 18. The Committee on Infraction of Laws shall consist of five members whose 
duty it shall be to investigate all complaints of illegal practice on the part of anybody, 
and, if in its opinion such complaints are based upon real evidence, it shall present the 
case to proper authorities for prosecution. 


(h) Section 19. The Committee on Interprofessional Relations. This committee shall con- 
sist of three members. It shall be the duty of this committee to co-operate with the 
worthy, legally constituted agencies for the improvement of the health of our citizens. 
This committee shall encourage and foster movements to this end, especially with the 
Illinois State Medical Society. 


(p) Section 20. The Relief Committee shall be a standing committee consisting of three 
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or more members. The Secretary of the Society shall be ex-officio the secretary of the 
Relief Committee. He shall keep a complete record of the proceedings of this committee. 
All applications for relief shall be presented to the chairman of this committee in writing. 
This committee shall investigate all applications for financial relief and report its recom- 
mendations to the Executive Council. The Relief Fund of the Relief Committee shall be 
a separate account in the keeping of the Treasurer of this Society. The Treasurer shall 
issue checks against the Relief Fund only upon the approval of the chairman of the 
Relief Committee. The chairman of the Relief Committee shall make an annual written 
report to the Executive Council. 


(c) Section 21. The Public Welfare Committee shall be composed of fourteen members, 
two from each of the seven districts. Five shall be appointed for a term of one year, 
five for a term of two years, and four for a term of three years. Thereafter, each member 
shall be appointed for a term of three years. 

The chairman shall be designated each year by the Executive Council. The chairman 
shall select two members of the committee to act with him in an executive capacity to 
expedite any business of the committee which may need early or immediate attention, 
one of these to be designated as vice-chairman; the other, as secretary. 

There shall be two regular meetings of this committee each year, one during the 
Annual Meeting of the Illinois State Dental Society. 

It shall be the duty of the committee to keep the Society informed on developments 
of corporation, contract and group dentistry, and all other forms of dental practice which 
may be produced by the ever changing social conditions of the country, with particular 
reference to the dental welfare of the citizens of this State. 

The chairman shall publish information obtained by this committee in The Illinois 
Dental Journal. 


(k) Section 22. The Research Committee shall consist of five or more members, including 
one from each of the three dental schools in Chicago, and two dentists engaged in private 
practice. 

(s) It shall be the duty of this committee to evaluate the latest scientific develop- 
ments in dentistry and make information on research findings more readily available 
to the members of the Illinois State Dental Society. 


(n) Section 23. The Prosthetic Dental Service Committee shall consist of a chairman and 
three (3) or more members, whose duties shall be: (a) To encourage and develop 
satisfactory relations with the ethical laboratory owners’ associations. (b) To act in an 
advisory capacity in all matters of laboratory legislation in cooperation with the Public 
Policy Committee. 

This committee shall make an annual report to the Executive Council. 


(p) Section 24. The Committee on Federal Health Legislation Information shall consist 
of three (3) or more members. The duties of this committee will be to disseminate in- 
formation which will assist the membership of the Society in their problems involving 
the enactment and enforcement of Federal Legislation affecting the dental health of the 
public. The chairman shall make an annual written report to the Executive Council. 


(p) Section 25. The duties of the Committee on Insurance shall be to consider the 
problem of insuring the members of this Society for their protection in any manner 
whatsoever and make recommendations regarding such plans to the Executive Council. 
This committee shall consist of three (3) or more members. The chairman shall make 
an annual written report to the Executive Council. 


(p) Section 26. The term of office for each member of all standing committees, except as 
otherwise provided for in these Bylaws, and with the exception of the Ad Interim Com- 
mittee, the Committee on Committees, the Program Committee, the Clinic Committee, 
the Local Arrangements Committee, and the Exhibits Committee, shall be for a term of 
three (3) years, except in the filling of vacancies of unexpired terms. 

(s) If a member shows lack of interest and unwillingness to cooperate with the ac- 
tivities of the committee, it shall be the prerogative of the president to ask for his resigna- 
tion. 
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During the first year of operation of this bylaw, one third of each committee shall 
be appointed for a one (1) year term, one third for a two (2) year term, and one third 
for a three (3) year term. 


(t) Section 27. The Group Dental Health Care Plans Committee shall consist of five or 
more members. It shall be the duty of this committee to study all group dental health 
care programs and to cooperate with organizations requesting the establishment of such 
programs in order that the best interests of the public and the profession of dentistry be 
served. The chairman shall make an annual written report to the Executive Council. 


ARTICLE IV ¢ ELECTION OF OFFICERS AND EXECUTIVE COUNCIL 


(p) Section 1. At the last session of the second day of the annual meeting the Society 
shall elect a President-Elect. Nominations shall be made from the floor. No nominating 
speech shall exceed four (4) minutes in length. Seconding speeches for any nominee 
shall be limited to one (1) minute in length and two (2) in number. Voting shall be by 
official ballot and the Secretary shall provide facilities for voting and for the certification 
of each voter. The candidate receiving the largest number of votes shall be considered 
elected. 


Section 2. The Vice-President shall be elected by nomination from the floor and by vive 
voce vote. 


Section 3. No member shall be eligible to an elective office, who has been a member of 
this Society for less than five years. 


(1) Section 4. Officers elected shall assume their duties in January of the year immediately 
following their election, at the annual meeting of the Executive Council. 


Section 5. At the same time and place of said election the members present from each 
district shall assemble in three groups. Group No. 1—composed of Districts 1, 2, and 3— 
and Group 2—composed of Districts 4, 5, and 6—shall each elect one member of the 
Council to serve a term of three years. The third group, composed of District 7, shall 
elect two members of the Council to serve a term of three years. 


Section 6. A member of the Council, having served a full term, shall not be eligible for 
re-election for a period of three years. 


Section 7. Each component society in a district shall in turn be represented on the 
Council, in the order of their numerical strength. 


Section 8. Any motion contrary to the foregoing method of election shall not be in order. 


ARTICLE V ¢ ELECTION OF DELEGATES AND ALTERNATES 


TO THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES 
OF THE AMERICAN DENTAL ASSOCIATION 


(l) Section 1. Delegates and alternates to represent this Society in the House of Delegates 
of. the American Dental Association shall be elected by the Executive Council to con- 
form with the Constitution and Administrative Bylaws of the American Dental Associa- 
tion. 


(t) (p) Section 2. The President, the President-Elect, the Secretary, and the Treasurer 
shall be delegates ex-officio. The remaining number of delegates and alternates allotted 
to the Society shall be elected by the Executive Council. 


(k) Section 3. A member to be eligible for election as delegate or alternate must have 


been a member of the Society in good standing for five or more consecutive years im- 
mediately preceding his election. No member, excepting the Secretary and the Treasurer 
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of the Society, shall be eligible for election as delegate or an alternate, who has served 
as a delegate or an alternate for three years in succession, until after a lapse of at least 
one year. 


(l) Section 4. It shall be the duty of each councilman to prepare a list of names of mem- 
bers from his district whom he recommends as suitable candidates for delegates and 
alternates to the American Dental Association, to be presented to the Nominating Com- 
mittee thirty (30) days preceding the date of the meeting of the Executive Council 
called to elect delegates and alternates. 


ARTICLE VI ¢ COMPONENT SOCIETIES 


Section 1. Component societies shall be those county or local dental societies which have 
adopted a constitution and bylaws in the form prescribed and have been granted charters 
by this Society. 

(c) Copy of each component society’s constitution and bylaws, and all such amend- 
ments thereto, shall be filed with the Secretary of this Society. 

(l) Paragraph d deleted. 


Section 2. The Executive Council may at any time for good and sufficient cause, revoke 
the charter of any component society. 


Section 3. The Executive Council may, where it seems advisable, approve of and recog- 
nize as a component society an organization of the dentists of more than one county. 


Section 4. Each component society shall determine the eligibility of applicants for mem- 
bership. 


Section 5. Any member who may feel aggrieved at the action of a component society 
toward him, shall have the right to appeal to the Committee on Infraction of the Code of 
Ethics of this Society. 


Section 6. When a member in good standing of one component society changes his resi- 
dence in this State, his name may be transferred without cost to the roster of the com- 
ponent society into whose jurisdiction he moves. 


(q) Section 7. A member shall pay his dues to the component society in whose jurisdic- 
tion he practices, even though he affiliates with another component society. 


Section 8. The secretary of each component society shall keep a roster of its members and 
endeavor to obtain a complete list of the dentists within the jurisdiction of that society 
who are eligible to membership. He shall collect and send to the Secretary of this Society 
the annual dues to this Society of each member of the component society as soon after 
January first as is practical. 


Section 9. Any amendment in the Constitution and Bylaws of this Society is binding on 
every component society. 


ARTICLE VII ¢ DISTRICTS 


This Society shall be divided into districts composed of component societies and desig- 
nated as follows: 


Group One. Composed of: 


Number 1. Northwestern District. Component societies: Rock Island, Whiteside-Lee, 
Winnebago, Northwest. Councilmen, 1. 


Number 2. Northeastern District. Component societies: Kankakee, Will-Grundy, 
LaSalle, Fox River. Councilmen, 1. 


Number 3. Central District. Component societies: Peoria, McLean. Councilmen, 1. 
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Group Two. Composed of: 

(s) Number 4. Central Western District. Component societies: G. V. Black, T. L. 
Gilmer, Prairie Valley. Councilmen, 1. 

(s) Number 5. Central Eastern District. Component societies: Decatur, Eastern ILli- 
nois, Danville, Illini. Councilmen, 1. 

Number 6. Southern District. Component societies: Madison, Southern Illinois, St. 
Clair, Wabash River. Councilmen, 1. 


Group Three. Composed of: 
Number 7. Chicago District. Component societies: Chicago. Councilmen, 6. 


ARTICLE VIII ¢« MEMBERSHIP 


(t) Section 1. Active members. The component society secretary shall send the member- 
ship cards, dues, and assessments of the individual members to the State Secretary as 
they are received, and when those dues are credited on the State Secretary’s records, 
the membership of the individual member is established for the current year. Any mem- 
ber whose dues and assessments are unpaid is not in good standing. 


Section 2. The name of candidates for corresponding or honorary membership shall be 
presented to the Board of Censors only upon the recommendation of ten active mem- 
bers. The Board of Censors shall recommend them for election only after satisfying 
themselves that they have the qualifications provided for in Article VIII, Sections 5 and 
6, of the Constitution. 


If any corresponding member shall enter upon the practice of dentistry in this State, 
his corresponding membership shall thereupon cease. 


Section 3. Active members removed from the State may retain their membership by 
notifying the Secretary of their desire to be placed upon a list of non-resident members, 
and by regularly paying an annual fee of one dollar. Those having lost their membership 
by removal, if still in reputable practice, may be elected non-resident members. 


(t) (c) Section 4. Members delinquent in dues and assessments, and who for this reason 
alone have been suspended, may be reinstated to membership by the payment of dues 
for the current year plus any assessments during the lapse of membership and the rein- 
statement fee of four dollars ($4.00), said reinstatement fee to be divided equally between 
this Society and the component society involved. 

All applicants for reinstatement shall be subject to investigation for eligibility by 
the proper committee of the component society. 


(o) Section 5. When a member has lapsed eligibility to fellow membership through illness 
or other reasons acceptable to the Executive Council, for one or not more than two years, 
said member may restore eligibility to a fellow membership upon the payment of de- 
linquent dues, plus a penalty consisting of the payment of dues for an additional five (5) 
year period. This penalty shall not apply to members of the Llinois State Dental Society 
who served in the armed forces of our country in time of war. 


ARTICLE IX ¢ ANNUAL DUES 


(t) (n) (m) Section 1. The annual dues shall be fifteen dollars per member plus whatever 
amount may be designated from time to time as the annual dues in the American Dental 
Association. 

In addition to the annual dues, the membership, at the annual meeting, may assess for 


specific purposes and fix the date beginning with January 1, 1958 when any assessment 
shall be paid. 


All dues and assessments are payable to the secretary of each component society who 
shall forward same to the Secretary of this Society. This shall include the annual sub- 


scription to The Illinois Dental Journal and the annual dues in the American Dental 
Association. 
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(o) Section 2. New graduates are exempt from all dues for the balance of the year of 
graduation, and for the year following graduation the annual dues shall be A.D.A. dues 
only. (Adopted March, 1934, A.D.A.) 


(o) Section 3. An active member, having paid dues for twenty-five consecutive years, 
shall be constituted a “fellow member.” He shall not be exempt from State dues until 
attaining age 65. 


(o) Section 4. A life member shall be exempt from the further payment of dues to the 
Illinois State Dental Society. A member, who has become a life member, must pay dues 
to his component society and the American Dental Association unless such dues are 
waived. Corresponding and honorary members shall be exempt from the payment of 
dues. A life member, retired from dental practice and not associated with any commercial 
dental enterprise except scientific publications or activities, shall be exempt from this 
clause. 


ARTICLE X ¢ MEETINGS 


(j) Section 1. The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in May, commencing on 
the second Tuesday, at 10 o'clock a.m., and continuing for three days, or at such other 
time the Executive Council may designate, and shall be devoted to clinics, the presenta- 
tion and discussion of essays, and other matters of interest to the profession. Twenty-five 
active members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


(l) Section 2. An Executive Council meeting shall be held in the month of January each 
year, at which time the retiring President shall preside until final committee reports, 
and the Secretary’s and Treasurer’s annual reports have been presented. This session 
shall be the annual meeting of the Executive Council. The newly elected officers and 
councilmen shall be installed at this meeting. Subsequent sessions of the Executive Council 
shall be held at the call of the President. 


Section 3. All resolutions offered in the Society must be in writing and handed to the 
Secretary, whose duty it shall be to read the same to the Society, unless the members 
offering the resolution prefers reading it himself and then passing it over to the Secretary 
to be filed with the minutes. 


Section 4. Order of Business. The order of business at the annual meeting shall be as 
printed in the official program. 


ARTICLE XI e ESSAYS 


(a) Section 1. All essays read before the Society shall become the property of the Society 
and be deposited with the Secretary, and shall be original written and formal presenta- 
tions and not previously published; a copy to be submitted by the essayist to the com- 
mittee chairman in advance of the meeting. The Editor shall be permitted to refuse publi- 
cation of essays not originally presented to the Illinois State Dental Society. 


ARTICLE XII ¢« CLINICS — ATTENDANCE 


(p) Section 1. Only members of the Society in good standing, office assistants of members 
in good standing properly vouched for, members of their immediate families, members 
of the State Medical societies, members of the American Dental Association and those 
having made application for membership whose application bears the written endorsement 
of two members of this Society in good standing, and students of dental colleges, shall be 
admitted to the clinics. Clinicians advertising or demonstrating any appliance or material 
as a means of introducing it for any supply house or laboratory shall not be permitted 
to operate or exhibit in the clinic room. 


Section 2. No person without the official badge issued to him at the registration desk shall 
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be entitled to attend any session of the Society and such person shall also be barred from 
the clinics. 


Section 3. All non-members shall register. 
ARTICLE XIII ¢ CHARGES AND PENALTIES 


Section 1. A member of this Society in good standing may prefer charges against any 
member thereof for violation of the Code of Ethics, for mal-practice, or other gross mis- 
conduct by filing with the secretary of the component society of which he is a member 
a written complaint with specifications clearly setting forth each violation of the Code 
of Ethics governing this body. 

(d) The member so charged shall have transmitted to him a written copy of the 
charges, with notice of the time of hearing before the Board of Censors of the component 
society of which he is a member. If the report of said Board of Censors sustains such 


charges, the component society at the next regular meeting may suspend or expel such 
member by three-fourths vote of its governing body. 


Section 2. A member suspended or expelled shall have the right to appeal to the Execu- 
tive Council of this Society. 


Section 3. A member shall make such appeal in written form, setting forth the evidence 
and action of the Board of Censors of the component society having jurisdiction. The de- 


fendant shall not appear or be represented by an attorney before the Executive Council 
unless by request of the Executive Council. 


(d) Section 4. A member suspended or expelled may be reinstated to membership upon 
recommendation to the Board of Censors of the component society from which he was 


suspended or expelled, by three-fourths vote of the governing body of that component 
society. 


Section 5. A member not satisfied by the ruling of his component may then appeal to the 


Executive Council of the State Society through its Committee on Infraction of Code 
of Ethics. 


Section 6. Charges and Penalties. The provisions of the Code of Ethics shall apply with 
equal force to all classes of membership in this Society. 


ARTICLE XIV . RULES OF ORDER 


Roberts’ Rules of Order shall be the authority of this Society, unless otherwise specified. 


ARTICLE XV . AMENDMENTS TO BYLAWS 


These Bylaws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present at the an- 
nual meeting, provided the proposed amendment shall have been presented in writing, 
signed by five members, at a previous annual meeting. 

If the purpose and scope of the proposed amendment to be announced at an annual 
meeting or if a general revision is desired, and the Society or Executive Council shall 
appoint a committee to present the revised form, the publication in the official Trans- 
actions and The Illinois Dental Journal of such proposed amendment shall be deemed a 


sufficient compliance with the requirements of this article, and the proposed amendment 
may be considered at the next annual meeting.

The reasons for and the duties 
of the Joint Commission on Legislation 
and Law Enforcement 


A New Commission Reports 


Over the past several years a serious 
problem has arisen—one hazardous to 
public health and of professional and 
economic concern to dentistry. This 
problem has demonstrated a general 
lack of understanding by the public, 
and even by members of the legal pro- 
fession, of the position of responsibility 
into which the profession of dentistry 
has been placed by State legislative ac- 
tion in the overall picture of public 
health. Demonstrated also is a definite 
lack of knowledge and appreciation of 
the prime puroose of the law which 
governs the practice of dentistry in IIli- 
nois—the Illinois Dental Practice Act. 
It was not written for the dental prac- 
titioner, but for the protection of the 
citizens of this state. Its object is defi- 
nitely stated in Section 1-a: 


“The practice of dentistry in the 
State of Illinois is hereby declared to 
affect the public health, safety and wel- 
fare and to be subject to regulation and 
control in the public interest. It is fur- 
ther declared to be a matter of public 
interest and concern that the dental 
profession merit and receive the con- 
fidence of the public and that only 
qualified persons be permitted to prac- 
tice dentistry in the State of Illinois.” 


After sharply defining what consti- 
tutes the practice of dentistry, the Act 
sets up definite standards of education 
and training for candidates for degrees 


in dental colleges; it also authorizes a 
State Board of Dental Examiners to de- 
termine, by examination, which gradu- 
ates of approved dental colleges shall 
be licensed to practice dentistry in Illi- 
nois. Only persons so licensed may 
practice dentistry in this state. This 
being true, the entire responsibility for 
the dental health of the public rests 
with the dental profession, and the in- 
dividual dentist becomes solely respon- 
sible for the dental health of his pa- 
tient. It is unlawful for him to delegate 
any part of this responsibility to any 
unlicensed individual. This seeming 
monopoly is best explained by a quota- 
tion from the Supreme Court in the 
Lasdon vs. Hallahan case: 


“The practice of the profession is 
subject to licensing and _ regulation 
under the police power where the serv- 
ices rendered are so closely related to 
the public health and general welfare 
that regulation is necessary to protect 
such professions against commercializa- 
tion and exploitation and those whose 
business is subject to regulation cannot 
complain of the freedom of control, 
violation of the due process of law or of 
liberty or of property rights.” 


To enable him to sustain this great 
responsibility, the state has reserved to 
the dentist the right and privilege of 
rendering all dental services. This is by 
virtue of the fact that he alone is quali-

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fied by training and education, and by 
having passed a licensing examination. 
NO ONE ELSE IS PERMITTED TO ENGAGE 
IN THE PRACTICE OF DENTISTRY. To allow 
any others to do so would result in the 
fragmentation or the division of the 
responsibility to the patient, a condi- 
tion which the Illinois Supreme Court 
in 1956 expressly forbade. 

It is common knowledge that many 
dental laboratories are doing dentistry 
directly for the public in outright vio- 
lation of the Dental Practice Act. Many 
factors have contributed to an upsurge 
in the number of illegal laboratories 
in recent years. Not the least of these 
has been the illegal and improper dele- 
gation of certain of his responsibilities 
by the dentist to the commercial la- 
boratory technician. The inevitable re- 
sult of such practice has been to lower 
the standard of dental health of the 
patient and to permit the technician to 
share in the responsibility for the pa- 
tient’s health, a responsibility for which 
he is not qualified by education or by 
training. 

The delegation by the dentist and/or 
the appropriation by the dental techni- 
cian of this responsibility constitutes 
violations of the Dental Practice Act. 
It is imperative that this responsibility 
remain within the dental profession— 
the only agency professionally, tech- 
nicially, and legally qualified to minis- 
ter to the dental needs of the citizens of 
Illinois. 

For approximately the past six years 
the Chicago Dental Society has con- 
ducted a vigorous campaign against 
violators of the Dental Practice Act. 
Both before and during this period of 
time, but increasingly so of recent date, 
the illegal practice of dentistry has 
spread to downstate Illinois, and sever- 
al component societies have taken 
legal steps to safeguard the dental 
health of the public in their areas. At 
least a dozen known violators are con- 
ducting their unlawful operations in 


as many Illinois communities. 

The 1956 unanimous decision of the 
Supreme Court of Illinois holding the 
Illinois Dental Practice Act to be con- 
stitutional has been backed up by the 
refusal of the United States Supreme 
Court to review the case. The knowl- 
edge and experience gained from this 
litigation and from other injunctive 
and criminal proceedings in Chicago 
and throughout the State has resulted 
in the establishment of certain patterns 
of action which should serve as guides 
in future prosecution of Dental Prac- 
tice Act violations. 

In order that this knowledge and ex- 
perience may be used to the best ad- 
vantage and in order that a more 
adequate legal and professional bul- 
wark may be erected to protect the 
dental health of the public, a perman- 
ent state-wide commission has been 
formed—-the Joint Commission on 
Legislation and Law Enforcement of 
the Illinois State Dental Society. On a 
state-wide basis, this Commission would 
make possible a concentration and co- 
ordination of law enforcement activi- 
ties. By cooperation with component 
Legislative and Law Enforcement, Pub- 
lic Policy, and any other type of local 
law enforcement committees, the Com- 
mission would afford a more thorough 
coverage and would avoid duplication 
of effort. It would pin-point law en- 
forcement activities in those areas 
where the best results could be antici- 
pated, thus producing the maximum 
effectiveness for the minimum cost. 


Membership 


The permanent commission | shall 
consist of seven members—four to be 
appointed by the President of the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society, one of whom 
shall be the chairman, and three to be 
appointed by the President of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society. Each member is 
to remain on the Commission for three 
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years or until he resigns or is replaced 
for just cause by the President of the 
Society from which the original ap- 
pointment was made. Membership on 
the commission shall be as continuous 
as feasible. 

At least one members of the Execu- 
tive Council of the Illinois State Dental 
Society and at least one member of the 
Board of Directors of the Chicago Den- 
tal Society shall be current members of 
the Commission. Consultants to the 
Commission shall be the Secretary of 
the Illinois State Dental Society, the 
Executive Secretary of the Chicago 
Dental Society, and the Program Di- 
rector of the Chicago Dental Society. 


Duties 


The duties and responsibilities of 
the commission shall be: 


1. To find and devise ways and 
means of further protecting the dental 
health of the public from the hazard 
of dental service by those who are not 
licensed to practice dentistry. 

2. To cooperate closely with all com- 
ponent societies and to serve as a clear- 
ing house for their violation problems; 
to coordinate advise, and assist them in 
all their law enforcement efforts. 

3. To weigh and investigate all re- 
quests for action against alleged Dental 
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Practice Act violators; such action to 
be initiated at the component level 
after clearance with the Commission: 
and such action be be financed from 
the special fund earmarked for law en- 
forcement. Payments from this fund to 
be approved by the President, Secre- 
tary, and Treasurer of the Illinois State 
Dental Society, who will sign the 
vouchers for such payments. 

4. To cooperate with all law enforce- 
ment agencies, local, state and federal; 
to cooperate closely with the Depart- 
ment of Registration and Education 
and with the Board of Dental Ex- 
aminers. 

5. The activities of the Commission 
will be under the authority of the Ex- 
ecutive Council. The Commission will 
report, through the Secretary of the So- 
ciety, to the Executive Council at its 
regular meetings in January and May, 
or more frequently as conditions might 
warrant. 


If any member is aware of or suspects 
any violations of the Illinois Dental 
Practice Act, particularly those viola- 
tions that refer to dental laboratories 
or technicians dealing directly with 
the public, or the collaboration of any 
dentist with illegal laboratories, you 
will be doing a definite service to your 
profession and the public if you will 
report the case to the State Dental So- 
ciety Secretary’s office.

INTRODUCE NEW NATIONAL 
HEALTH INSURANCE BILL 


A new version of a proposed national 
health insurance program will be be- 
fore Congress when it reconvenes in 
January. Certain dental services would 
be made available to recipients of the 
Old Age and Survivors’ Insurance pro- 
gram under the measure which seeks to 
establish a comprehensive hospital and 
surgical care program for OASI beneti- 
ciaries. Surgical care is defined in the 
bill to include “oral surgery when 
provided in a hospital.” 

The bill was presented at the end of 
the 85th Congress’s first session by Rep. 
Forand (D., R. L.), a prominent mem- 
ber of the House Ways and Means 
Committee to which the bill was re- 
ferred. The program would be financed 
by increasing from $4,200 to $6,000 an- 
nually the OASI individual tax base.

tion of cancer of the head and neck. 
The Law 

The 70th Illinois General Assembly 
enacted legislation requiring radiation 
installations in this State to be regis- 
tered with the Department of Public 
Health. You are urged to study the Act 
carefully to determine if the radiation 
facilities which you may own = or 
operate are subject to registration un- 
der this Act and to take appropriate 
action. 

Registration Forms 

Only one copy of the enclosed form 
need be completed and returned to the 
Department of Public Health prior to 
January 1, 1958 to fulfill the statutory 
requirements for registration of a ra- 


diation installation. It is suggested, 
however, that you complete the form 
in duplicate and retain the additional 
copy for your files to assist you in pre- 
paring future amendments to your 
registration as required by the Act. 

A Certificate of Registration will be 
issued after review indicates that the 
information submitted is acceptable. 
Should you use radioactive materials 
to the extent that their individual list- 
ing is impractical, you should request 
a specific form from the Department 
for the registration of these materials. 

If you do not qualify as an owner or 
operator of a radiation installation, as 
defined in the Act, please notify this 
Department accordingly and return

SET COMMITTEE HEARING 
ON JENKINS-KEOGH BILL 


The Jenkins-Keogh bills, which 
would permit self-employed persons to 
set up their own retirement systems by 
placing a portion of their income an- 
nually into pension funds, will be con- 
sidered at congressional hearings early 
in 1958. The announcement was made 
by Chairman Cooper (D., Kentucky) of 
the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives who said the 
Jenkins-Keogh plan will be taken up 
during general taxation hearings which 
will begin January 7, the same day 
that the second session of the 85th 
Congress officially convenes. The meas- 
ure has been approved in principle by 
the A.D.A. House of Delegates. 

The newest version would allow 
self-employed persons to place up to 
10 per cent of their income yearly, not 
to exceed $5,000, into a pension fund. 
Income tax of the payments would be 
deferred until they were drawn on in 
the form of a pension. 

At the request of Dr. J. Claude 
Earnest of Monroe, Louisiana, chair- 
man of the A.D.A. Council on Legis- 
lation, a number of constituent and 
component societies sent wires to the 
House Ways and Means Committee in 
August, urging favorable action on the 
measure. 

A similar telegram was sent on be- 
half of the A.D.A. by Dr. Louis M. 
Cruttenden of Chicago, assistant secre- 
tary, which said in part: 


“The nation’s self-employed den- 
tists seek an equitable counterpart of 
existing law which provides for em- 
ployed groups a sound method and an 
incentive for investing a part of cur- 
rent income into retirement programs.” 

The A.D.A. is a charter.member of 
the American Thrift Assembly, which 
now includes some thirty national or- 
ganizations and which was formed to 
encourage efforts on behalf of the Jen- 
kins-Keogh plan. 


AMERICANS SPEND |/, BILLION 
ON ORAL HYGIENE PRODUCTS 


Americans spent more than $264 mil- 
lion on oral hygiene products last year, 
according to Drug Trade News. The re- 
port, based on the trade publication’s 
10th annual survey of consumer ex- 
penditures on products sold in drug 
stores, said $155 million was spent on 
dentifrices, $15 million on denture 
cleaners and adhesives, and $94 million 
on other oral hygiene products such as 
toothbrushes, mouth washes, and gar- 
gles. The total represented an increase 
of more than $11 million spent over 
the previous year, and was nearly $23 
million more than was spent for oral 
hygiene products in 1954. 

Simultaneously, millions of dollars 
were spent last year on dentifrice ad- 
vertising nationally by producers of the 
product, as reported by another trade 
publication. 

According to Advertising Age’s sec- 
ond annual market profiles of leading 
national advertisers, Colgate-Palmolive 
Co., New York, spent between $14 and 
$15 million on the promotion of their 
two toothpastes, Colgate Dental Cream 
and Brisk. Lever Brothers Co., New 
York, alloted $10 million for Pepso- 
dent’s national advertising budget, and 
Procter and Gamble Co., Cincinnati, 
spent approximately $7 million to ad- 
vertise Gleem, one of their toothpastes.
